Tariff and bimetallism—those two 
great issues of the camp aign—have 
been prominently at the front during 
the present week in Washington. 
And those people who doubted or 
professed to doubt the sincerity of the 
professions of the Republican party on 
either of these subjects have found tha t 
they were mistak en. 
A thoroughly protective tariff, one 
which look s after the interests of the 
farmer and the work ingman—tha t 
¡h 
what the new Dingloy act is to be when 
it gets upon the statute book s—what it 
is in fact today , for the probabilities 
are that it will be little changed by 
the Senate. 
Earnest and intelligent efforts in be­ 
half of international bimetallism—that 
is what this week ’s work means upon 
tha t subject. 
T he ap p ointment of the 
commission, whose names have already 
been given the public, assures prompt, 
vigorous, and, it is hoped, successful 
work . 
The 
ap p ointment of Senator 
Ed­ 
ward 
O. 
Walcott of Colorado, ex- 
Vice President Stevenson of Illinois, 
and lion. ( 
.J. Paine of Massachusetts, 
as commissioners to pave the way for 
an international conference has been 
cordially commended. 
Until this week 
nobody k now definitely what the Pres­ 
ident’s plans were in regard to this 
question, 
it is k nown that ho was e x­ 
tremely anxious to tak e the proper 
steps towards carry ing out the pledge 
of the party look ing to international 
consideration of the silver question, 
but just how he proposed to bring this 
about or to tak e the initiative nobody 
was able to say . 
It now ap p ears that, 
as usual, he ha* chosen the wise plan, 
and one most lik ely to be successful. 
; 
President McKinley ’s hope is that it 
may be p racticable to hold this confer­ 
ence in the United States and in the 
city of Washington. 
If this shall hap- 
lieu every American citizen will have 
the full benefit of the dib,"i.*» ioii which 
there arises. 
W ith press associations 
carry ing the full proceedings of the 
cinference, and the hundrcdsof special 
correspondents in Washington 
com­ 
menting upon the proceedings in the 
p ap ers which th<\\ represent, every cit­ 
izen who feels the slightest interest in 
this question would be able to follow 
the proceedings and study them in 
their proper light, thus k nbwning for 
himself that the work was well done. 
The commissioners who are to go 
abroad to try to bring about an agree­ 
ment for a conference are highly com­ 
mended by members of- all p arties as 
especially judicious selections. 
It does 
not follow that these men who are se­ 
lected for this work are to be the rep ­ 
resentatives of the United States in an 
international conference if they are 
successful in bringing one about: on 
the contrary , it is expected tha t other 
men will be selected to rep resent 
the 
Goverment in tha t conference. 
'('he people who are assuming that 
the tariff bill is lik ely to drag through 
the summer and k eep the buisness of 
the country in an unsettled condition 
awaiting final action are to be disap­ 
pointed. 
The next week or ten day s at 
tht* furthest are lik ely to see the bill 
perfected by the Republican members 
of the finance com nitte eand it is lik ely 
to get into the Senate before the month 
ends. 
Prospects now seem to be good 
for a tinal vote upon it in June and its 
completion in time that it may go in­ 
to effect at the beginning of the fiscal 
y ear July 1st. 
The changes made by the Senate com­ 
mittee are much less in extent and im­ 
portance than had been expected. The 
pressure for a reduction in the duties 
on wool has not been successful thus far 
and the chances seem to be tha t they 
will not be. 
T he demand of the sugar 
trust for changes in the schedule ad­ 
vantageous to them has been promptly 
rejected. 
T he wail of the standard oi1 
trust and of sundry other corporations 
of this character have passed unnoticed. 
While thing* are moving on smooth­ 
ly with the Republicans, there is trou­ 
ble among the Democrats. T he breach 
between the Bailey and the Bry an fac­ 
tion» in the House has boon widened, 
and the Populist allies of tha t party 
have been given the cold shoulder. The 
sock less Simpson, finding himself fast 
losing the notoriety which his eccen­ 
tricities have awarded him, developed 
a new freak and attack ed Sp eak er Reed 
because of his failure to appoint com­ 
mittees when not needed. 
T he Bry an 
wing of the Democracy , being so ac­ 
customed toco-operating w iththe Pop u­ 
lists, wanted to sup port Jerry , but the 
Bailey wing opposed it. 
Mr. Bailey of 
Texas, who last fall opposed the con­ 
solidation of the Populist and Demo­ 


cratic p arty in the camp aign, retains 
the same views to-day and put them in­ 
to p ractical operation. 
As the leader 
of the Democratic side of the House,he 
called a caucus at once, and by a vote 
of two to one adopted a resolution de­ 
clining co-operation with Simpson and 
his followers, thus again defeating the 
Bry anites in their attem p t to control 
the Democracy in the House.

J sway us are all the outcome of ideas 
tha t have tak en their origin lik e some 
mighty » trearn in an obscure and hid­ 
den spot tha t leads on to growth as 
it Hows. T ak e t he ’’dea God,for instance: 
when the savage saw the power of the 
wind and the water and the season his 
idea was that they were living beings 
j who could be pleased or irritated, and 
j he named them variously and 
wor- 
' shiped them. 
But gradually grew up 
the conception in the national mind, of 
a power over and above these m aterial 
s ’gnsof power and t ha t was worshipped 
an tho God over all other Gods. 
Yet 
while the tribe or the uation remained 
stationary < iod was for it alope and not 
for other peoples. 
Each nation 
p r e ­ 
empted to itself the right and control 
of the true God or Gods, For long ages 
the thought of tho Fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man did not so 
much as dawn upon the human mind: 
not even the Hebrew mind. 
But when 
fierce wars, followed by peaceful a d ­ 
ministrations brok e down the walls of 
partition between nations, 
the idea 
gradually 
began 
to 
grow 
among 
thoughtful minds tha t it was possible 
for nations to co-operate with 
one 
another and this very tendency to co­ 
op erate paved the way for the p re v a ­ 
lence of the A ll-Father idea that now 
entered the human mind. 
And now is 
sweep ing through the heart of the 
world, the feeling tha t God and his 
revelation is in some measure found 
among all peoples and all religions. 
W ha t further ideas are y et to be re­ 
garding the length, the breadth, the 
height of God's nature of mercy and 
tender interest, no man can y et tell. 
But this wo k now% the human mind is 
growing 
broader, and 
the hum an 
heart is warming into brotherliness in 
our day : wo also k now that y ou and I 
are living n o w , and it is ours to live, 
and act broadly a» beeomoth the dawn 
of a new century . 
Again look at our government. 
W e 
strive here for the maximum of liberty 
ami the minimum of restraint upon the 
individual, but it would be absolute 
foolishness to assert that the breadth 
of our constitution is all due to tho 
clear vision and emancip ated minds of 
the founders of the Republic. 
R ather 
lot us ack nowledge t ha t the ideas they 
had were simply an orderly develop- 


111011 from thoughts that had been stir­ 
ring human hearts for ages under all 
sorts of diverse conditions; back to 
Alfred the Great,back to Charlemagne, 
back toCa'sar, back to Homer, back to 
Moses and even to pre-historie im agin­ 
ings and asp irations.
